Editorial | 
Ugly Alice Griffith 


Like any other landlord the Housing Authority has the duty to make 
the projects in Alice Griffith tenantable. However, what they call 
tenantable and what the tenants call tenantable scem.to be eet 
things. 

It seems that the Housing Authority thought its Ee corteibilin 
had 2nded when it placed some five hundred families in the modern 
cracker-boxes of Alice Griffith. They apparently believe that they 
have no duty to provide clean streets, clean and sanitary common 
walk ways in the apartment buildings, extermination of rats and 
roaches, a constant supply of hot water’ and safe streets for the 
children. 

The tenants are told to place their trash on the street, and peri- 
odically a truck will come by and pick it up. The trash is placed 
in the streets in piles, and during the intervals it is scattered about 
by the wind, and youngsters who play in it. The piles of trash make 
our streets unattractive, unsanitary, and hazardous for our children. 
The Spokesman suggests that the Housing Authority provide large 
trash disposals on the streets so that the trash can be contained, 
and would not be scattered about the street. Of course we would 
like the containers tobe welldesigned sothat they would be attractive 
Structures that would blend with the present surroundings. 


The tenants in the large apartment houses are now given the 


responsibility to clean the common walk ways. They have a schedule 
and each of them are given a date to clean the common walk way 
and staircase. However all tenants do not accept the responsibility, 
and they will not clean these walk ways and staircase. The apartment 
building is then left filthy unless some tenant will clean for his 
irresponsible neighbor. It is legally established that the landlord 
is responsible for the common walk ways, andnot the tenant. There- 
fore, it is the Housing Authority's duty to keep these common walk 


ways clean. They should do away with this ineffective scheduling 


of the tenants to do the cleaning, and accept what is legally their 
responsibility. They should provide regular cleaning in these common 
walk ways and staircases, : 

The rats and roaches. are taking over in Alice Griffith, and no 


one seems to tare except those who-are pestered by them. In just — 


about every home one can find a can of the ineffective commercial 
pesticides used to combat the pest. The Housing Authority blames 
the prevalance of the pest on the tenants failuré to.keep the apart— 
ments clean. In most cases the roaches are either hiding.in the 
cracks of shelves and doors when the tenants miove in, or they are 
nesting in the dilapidated furniture they (Housing Authority) bring 


out for the tenants to rent. The Housing Authority has refused to _ 


spray any of the effective pesticides used by professional exter- 
minators, but instead gives the tenants a white powder to spread 
in corners, The only purpose this powder seems to serve is making 
the roaches bigger. It is not enough that the tenants are pestered 
by roaches, but large rats run rampant about the neighborhood 
during the evening. These creatures are large and frightening to 
the mothers and children. They can be seen:coming out of sewers, 
drain pipes, and running up and down the buildings. It is a very 
shocking experience to step out of your door and’ see about ten rats 
running back and forth, and then have one run into your apartment. 
The Spokesman thinks it is the Housing Authorities responsibility 
to do something about these rats and roaches in order to make the 
Alice Griffith project tenantable. 


There is also a severe plumbing’ problem in this project that 
causes a constant shortage of hot water. It would seem that all 
modern houses today would be equipped with hot water, but this is 
not so, 

The alleged modern project called Alice Griffith doesn’t have 
adequate hot water. Often one finds himself without hot water for 


‘days, and there is nothing he can do except heat the water on the - 


“stove, which is a dangerous practice, but the Housing Authority 
doesn’t care, because they have all the hot water they need in their 
homes. 

The streets in this project are notoriously dangerous. There are 
numerous blind corners, and intersections without stop signs. We . 
have no signs with the warning ‘‘Slow children at play’’ as in other 
prestige neighborhoods. There isn’t even a sign with the posted 
speed limit, or cross-walks at every crossing corner. Who cares 
about the safety of the children of Alice Griffith? It is certainly not 
the Housing Authority, because they believe the tenants have already 
received more than they deserve.
